The house rejected today 
moves to deny military and 
economic aid to Spain and to 
cut deeper into economic help 
for Austria.

the house drove for a final vote late 
today on the administration's al- 
ready-battered $7,900,000,000 for- 
eign aid bill. 


Rep. Gross (R-Iowa) proposed 


that the 25 millions set aside for 
Spain be knocked out of the bill. 
He claimed Spain was not a friend- 
ly nation. A standing vote of 107 
to 9 defeated the amendment. 


Austrian Cut Defeated 


A minimum of 43 millions in eco- 


nomic aid for Austria was proposed 
by Rep. Curtis (R-Mo) and defeat 
ed by voice vote. Curtis told the 
house that without the limitation, 
the Mutual Aid Program calls for 
86 millions in aid to Austria. 


Defeat of the two amendments 


encouraged administration 
forces 


who were routed yesterday in a bit- 
ter 10-hour session that saw a cut 
of $615,300,000 made in proposed 
economic aid for Western Europe. 


There was a chance that the 


GOP-inspired cut made yesterday 
might be nullified by a roll-calL 
vote today, although Republicans 
predicted it would stick. 


Senate Recesses 


The-senate meanwhile called up 


for debate- its'comp-Jiion foreign 
aid legislation, but then recessed 
until 'Monday without taking 'any 
action. 


Republicans won temporary con-

gress on record as declaring the president has no inherent power un- 
der the constitution to seize private property comes up for a vote by 
the House judiciary committee Monday.

subcommittee into a war powers 
extension bill yesterday.

It is re- 
liably reported that among the 11 
leading denominations of America 
there are fewer missionaries than 
there were 20 years ago., , 


"Wherever our selfishness has 


caused us to withdraw our mission- 
aries, or fall to extend our lines to 
meet growing opportunities, the 
Communists have walked in and, 
have taken advantages that should 
have been Christ's in the race for 
the races of men." 


Donald F. West, of Indianapolis,

Missionary society, reported on a 
trip to the Orient. He said Japan is 
one of the most spiritually appro- 
achable nations. He added: 


"It appears now that she is be-

South Africa is a far-away land that Americans don't 


ordinarily give much thought to, but there's a political crisis 
down there now which should command our attention. 


This situation is rooted in the turbulent relations be- 


tween the whites of European descent and the native blacks, 
and between the two main European strains—the Boers of 
largely Dutch ancestry and the British. 
• 
Prime Minister Daniel Malan, a Boer and the leader of 


^the Nationalist Party now in control of the government, 
^precipitated the storm in its present phase. 
• 
After he took over, Malan adopted a number of policies 


^involving the critical racial issues that beset South Africa. 
•-Americans would certainly differ widely among ourselves 
gon their wisdom. Since we are not thus informed, there is 
»no point in our entering that part of the controversy.

Where we can rightly express ourselves is on a constitu- 


|tional question that has grown out of Malan's program. 


~ 
The Supreme Court of South Africa nullified one of the 


<*Jaws he had engineered to passage in the national Parlia- 
£ment. Instead of accepting the verdict of the court as valid, 
*jMalan has now undertaken to curb the court's power over 
*the legislature. 
*J 
Apparently there are a great many learned legal argu- 


•onents on the issue of whether South Africa actually has a 
*real constitution or not. These are not for us. 
« 
All we need to know is this: the South African court 


"wasn't contending that Parliament lacked the power to pass 
jlaws without court approval. It simply argued that the 
I'laws must be passed according to the rules .which the Parlia- 
1 ment itself has set up for its own operations. In the case 
! which provoked Malan, the Parliament had not followed 
; the rules. 
• 
If Malan should have his way, the door would be wide 


; open for his or any other government to prepetuate itself 
I in office indefinitely, to establish a dictatorship. The Parlia- 
! ment would never have to feel that it was bound by any 
| restrictions, even those of its own making. 


What concerns us is not only the dangers this poses to 


; political freedom, but'the' threat it brings of bloodshed, 
I strife and possibly even civil war in South Africa. Reports 
| from many sources indicate this prospect is real.

From the selfish view, neither we nor any of our friends 


! of the free world can be indifferent to the development of 
• another sore spot on the globe. There are too many already.

South Africa is a producer of gold, uranium and other

But the greater point is that we should hate to see free-

statute (HI. Rev. Stat. 1949, chap. 
4€. par. 17-11) provides that the 
voter "shall prepare his ballot by 
ma)cing in the appropriate margin 
or place a 'cross (X) opposite the 
name of the candidate of his choice 
for each office to be filled, or by 
writing in the name of the candi- 
date of his choice in a blank space 
on said ticket, making a cross 
(X) opposite thereto; and in case 
of a question submitted to the vole 
of the people, by making in the ap- 
propriate margai or place a cross 
(X) against the answer he desires 
to give: Provided, however, if he 
shall desire to vote for all of the 
candidates of one political party 
or group of petitioners, he may 
place such mark at the appropriate 
place preceding the appellation or 
title under which the names of the 
candidates of such party or group 
of petitioners are printed, and the 
ballot so marked shall'be counted 
as cast for all of the candidates 
named under that title: Provided, 
further, that the voter may place 
such mark at the appropriate place 
preceding the appellation or title 
of one partv or group of petitioners 
and may also mark, at the appro- 
plate place preceding the name or 
names of one or more candidates 
printed under the appellation or 
title of some other party or group 
of petitioners, and a ballot so 
marked shall be counted as cast 
for all the candidates named under 
the appellation or title which has 
been so marked, except as to the 
officers as to which he has placed 
such mark preceding the name or 
names of some other candidate or 
candidates printed under the title 
of some other party or group of 
petitioners, and as to such it shall 
be counted as cast for the candi- 
date or candidates preceding whose 
name or names such mark may 
have been placed.'.' 
The law Is clear in cases where 


only a single office Is to be filled 
and only one candidate elected. In 
such cases, when a voter makes 
a cross in the circle of one ticket 
and in a square opposite a particu- 
lar candidate's name on another 
ticket, the ballot should be counted 
for all candidates on the ticket 
having a cross in the circle, except 
the candidate opposing the one on 
the other ticket opposite whose 
name a cross Is made in the 
square, and the ballot is counted 
as a vote for the candidate oppo- 
site whose name the square is 
marked with a cross. (Humphrey 
v. Perry, 310 111. 373,378; People 
ex rel. "Frazier v. Altenberg, 260 
HI. 191; Consultant v. Shockey, 259 
111. 496.) The specific marking con- 
trols the general, and the oallot 
cannot be counted for the candi- 
date of the party whose circle is 
marked, but. as to that office, only 
for the opposing candidate whose 
name is marked by a cross in the 


tended to be cast for the Demo- 
cratic candidate, however, and that 
intention was expressed in the 
manner provided by law. It was 
proper, therefore, to count all such 
ballots for Bracken and not for 
any other candidate for circuit 
Judge. 


A similar result was reached in 


Whittam v. Zahorik. 91 Iowa, 23, 
59 N. W. 57, wherein the statute 
contained provisions Identical with 
those involved in the case at bar. 
In that case three justices of the 
peace were to be elected. The bal- 
lot contained the names of three 
Republican candidates and three 
Democratic candidates. Whittam, 
one'Of the Republican candidates, 
filed an action to contest the elec- 
tion of Zahorik, one of the Demo- 
cratic candidates. As to -some of 
the ballots in dispute, each was 
marked with a cross in the circle 
preceding the name of Whittam, a 
candidate on the Republican ticket. 
Zahorik contended that in all such 
ballots more names were marked 
for the office than there were per- 
sons to be elected, and that the 
ballots therefore should not be 
counted for any of the candidates. 
In rejecting this contention the 
court said: "It is a case where it 
is impossible to determine the 
voter's choice for two of the places 
to be filled, not because he has 
marked more names than there 
are persons to be elected but be- 
cause he has cast his ballot for 
three persons for places to which 
but two can be elected. His ballot 
was intended to be cast for the 
contestant, and that intention has 
been expressed in the manner pro- 
vided by law. It should therefore 
be counted for him, but cannot be 
counted for any other candidate 
for the office 'of justice of the 
peace." In the case at bar plain- 
tiff, in his brief, concedes the cor- 
rectness of such a conclusion as to 
the first group of ballots in dispute, 
and admits that under the terms of 
the statute each such ballot would 
properly cast one vote for Bracken. 
He contends, however, that if the 
second type "of ballot is properly 
counted as a vote for Bracken then 
a ballot of the first type should not 
be counted as a vote for him: that 
to count a ballot of each type as 
casting a vote for Bracken is in- 
consistent and contradictory, and 
results in inequality. 


Before considering that conten- 


tion we shall examine plaintiff's 
argument concerning the second 
group of ballots. In each of these 
ballots the voter marked a cross- in 
the circle preceding the title "Dem- 
ocratic Party" and also marked 
the name of one or two candidates 
for circuit judge on the Republican 
ticket. Plaintiff insists that the 
language of the statute precludes

In such cases it cannot be 
said that the latter is a candidate 
against any particular one of the 
Republican candidates. Each voter 
decides for himself whom he will 
jsing candidates.

59 N. W. 57.) In the first group of 
ballots alleged in the complaint 
the voter marked the circle of the 
Republican Party, thereby indi- 
cating he intended to vote for the 
three candidates for circuit judge 
named on that ticket, except as 
that intention was affected by his 
marking the name of Bracken, the 
only Democratic candidate for cir- 
cuit judge. The latter is clearly 
designated in the manner provided 
by law as a candidate for whom 
the ballot must be counted, but 
the voter has given no indication 
of a preference among the Re- 
publican candidates. Three of the 
four candidates were to be elected, 
and, as the voter marked the circle 
of the Republican party and did 
not mark any of the squares oppo- 
site the names of the Republican 
candidates, it cannot be deter- 
mined for which two of the Re- 
publican candidates he intended to 
1 cast his ballot. The ballot was in- 


counting any such ballot as a vote 
for Bracken". He points out that as 
to offices where the voter 
has 
marked the name or names of 
some other candidate or candidates 
printed under the title of some 
other party, the ballot "shall be 
counted as" cast for the candidate 
or candidates preceding whose 
name or names such mark may 
have been placed." Plaintiff then 
argues that this direction is exclu- 
sive; that under the present facts 
the statute says the ballot must be 
counted as casting one vote for 
every candidate on the Democratic 
ticket except for "the office" of 
circuit judge and as to "the office" 
of circuit judge the ballot shall be 
counted as cast for the Republican 
candidates whose names are mark- 
ed; and that there is no warrant 
or authority to count the ballot for 
anyone els'e. The fallacy in this 
argument is the fact that there 
were three "offices" of circuit 
judge to be filled, rather than only 
one as assumed by the plaintiff. 
The word "office" is a. term of 
variable import. It may be used 
either in a generic sense or in a 
specific or particular sense, and 
its meaning here must be deter- 
mined with reference to the setting 
In which It appears. Having in 
mind the intent and subject mat- 
ter of the law in question, we think 
the term is obviously to be read in 
the latter, or particular, sense. 
There were three "offices" of cir- 
cuit judge to be filled, and three 
"officers" to be elected. 
Each of the voters by whom the 


contested ballots were respectively 
cast had a right to vote once for 
each of the offices to be filled at 
that election. By placing a cross in 
the circle above the Democratic 
column the elector voted once for 
each nominee of that party except 
as to the offices to which he mark- 
ed the name or names of a candi- 
date or candidates in the Republi- 
can column, the circle of which 
was left unmarked. If the Demo- 
cratic column had contained a 
complete ticket, none of the ballots 
in question could have been count- 
ed for a circuit judge candidate of 
that party, not because the voter 
failed to cast a vote for any such 
candidate but because it would be 
impossible to determine his choice 
for the remaining office or offices 
of circuit judge to be filled at that 
election. This result would be re- 
quired under the applicable statute, 
(111. Rev. Slat. 1949, chap. 46, par. 
17-16,) which provides in part that 
"if for any reason it is impossible 
to determine the voter's choice for 
any office to be filled, his ballot 
shall not be counted for such 
office." 


But the Democratic column did 


not contain a nominee for every 
office to be filled. Three circuit 
judges were to be elected, and 
there was only one Democratic 
candidate. By marking the circle 
at the head of the Democratic col- 
umn, the voter cast a vote for only 
one of the offices of circuit judge. 
Two remained to be voted on, and 
none of the ballots in question con- 
tained marks at more than two of 
the names on the Republican tick- 
et. In view of the fact that there 
were three offices of circuit judge 
to be filled, any one of such offices 
as to which the voter marked the 
name of a Republican candidate is 
not the identical office of circuit 
Judge as to which a vote was cast 
by marking the circle of the Demo- 


cratic Party. Prom what we have 
said, it follows that the exception 
specified in the statute has no ap 
plication here. Each of the ballots 
in question, being marked in the 
Democratic Party circle and in the 
squares opposite the 
name 01 


names of one or two of the candi- 
dates on the. Republican ticket, was 
properly counted as a vote for 
Bracken, the Democratic nominee, 
as well as a vote for the one or 
two Republican candidates whose 
name or names were marked. See 
In re Election of Assessor in Gear- 
hart Township. 192 Pa. 446. 43 Atl 
972: Sigler v. Board of Canvassers, 
79 W. Va. 785. 91 S. E-. 991. 


It is clear that this was the in- 


tention of the voter. By the cross 
in the Democratic Party circle the 
voter could express a choice of 
candidates as to only one of the 
three offices 
to be filled. Two 


offices of circuit judge yet re 
mained, for which he was entitled 
to express a choice among the 
three candidates on the Republican 
ticket. On some of the ballots the 
right was fully exercised by mark- 
ing the names of two. On other bal- 
lots the right was only partially 
exercised, as the name of only one 
of the Republican candidates was 
marked. But in each such case the 
ir.iention of the voter is clear and, 
as we have indicated, it was ex- 
pressed in a manner permitted by 
the statute. Where the question is 
for whom a ballot should be count- 
ed, the intention of the voter, when 
it can be ascertained from his bal> 
lot. must control unless to give ef- 
fect to such intention would destroy 
the secrecy of the ballot. (Cray v. 
Davenport, 333 111. 375; Patterson 
v. Johnston. 328 111. 101.) As there 
is no question here concerning se- 
crecy of the ballot, it is clear that 
the "present ones were properly 
counted as casting one vote each 
for Bracken and the designated Re- 
publican candidates. 


Plaintiff's final contention is that 


the election is not equal, as re- 
quired by the constitution, because 
the ballots of the second type, 
marked in the Democratic Party 
Circle, were counted for the Demo- 
cratic candidate, whereas those in 
the first group, marked in the Re- 
publican Party circle, were not 
counted for any Republican candi- 
date. He argues that the present 
method of counting the ballots dis- 
enfranchises a large number of Re- 
publican voters who attempted to 
split their ballots, and at the same 
time gives full effect to the party 
vote of Democratic voters "who at- 
tempted to do the same thing, 
namely, to vote in the circle and 
to split his ticket on the office of 
Circuit Judge." The position is not 
well taken. As to the ballots in the 
first group, it was impossible to 
determine the voter's choice for 
two of the circuit judge offices to 
be filled, and for this reason the 
ballots could not be counted for 
such offices. Ballots in the second 
group, however, contained no such 
ambiguity or uncertainty. As to 
each such ballot the candidates for 
whom the votes were cast could be 
readily ascertained from an inspec- 
tion of the ballot. This difference 
between the two typs of ballot obvi- 
ously justifies the difference in 
counting complained of by the 
plaintiff. 
We conclude that each of the bal- 
lots in question was properly count- 
ed, and the judgment of the circuit 
court of Lee County dismissing the 
amended complaint is therefore af- 
firmed. 
Judgment affirmed. 


MR. JUSTICE PULTON took no 
part in the consideration or dfr 
cision of this case.

last night shouted approval of new 
immigration legislation.
